Why  not  use  Christ¬ 
mas  seals  on  your  mail — letters,  let¬ 
ters,  greeting  cards,  and  packages — 
this  year?  They'  are  very  attractive, 
but  of  far  more  importance,  these 
Christmas  seals  carry  the  message  of 
good  health,  for  each  seal  helps  swell 
the  funds  in  this  county  that  will  be 
used  in  the  coming  months  in  an  in¬ 
tensive  campaign  against  tuberculosis. 

The  County  Committee  is  highly 
pleased  with  the  splendid  response 
that  has  been  made  so  far,  but  there 
are  still  a  large  number  of  students 
who  have  not  yet  responded  to  the  ap¬ 
peal.  If  these  knew  how  vital  the 
tuberculosis  campaign  really  is  they 
would  respond  gladly  and  generously. 

Human  resistance  to  tuberculosis  if. 
greatly  weakened-  by  the  exhausting 
iffeet  of  three  infectious  diseases, 
such  as  scarlet  fever,  measles  or  influ¬ 
enza.  Environment  causes  also  tend 
seriously  to  impair  resistance.  Among 
such  causes  are  unhygienic  living 
conditions,  insufficient  air  and  sun¬ 
shine,  fatigue,  too  little  rest  and  re¬ 
creation,  crowded  industrial  condit¬ 
ions,  and  poverty  with  its  lack  of  ade¬ 
quate  nutrition  and  with  the  mental 
strain  which  accompanies  it.  Proper 
care  and  supervision  will  go  far  toward 
building  up  such  resistance  in  those 
human  beings  less  favorablye  endow¬ 
ed. 

When  the  disease  actually  has  de¬ 
veloped  in  the  lungs,  both  local  and 
constitutional  symptoms  occur.  Loc¬ 
al  symptoms,  such  as  cough,  expect¬ 
oration,  hoarseness,  arc  due  to  definite 
changes  in  Die  lung  tisucs,  "Constit¬ 
utional’  symptoms,  such  .  as  continued 
tired  feeling,  fever,  rapid  pulse,  loss 
■>r  strength,  weight  and  appetite,  are 
due  to  tlie  absorption  of  products 
from  tlie  diseased  area.  These  arc 
warning  signals,  and  the  person  who 
has  one  or  more  for  any  length  of 
time  should  consult  ills  physician 
A  cold  that  lias  le-sted  six  weeks  or 
more  demands  a  consultation  and  a 
hemorrhage,  which  usually  occurs 
"itly  alter  tlie  disease  lias  been  present 
several  months,  is  sometimes  the 
first  warning.

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Adult  Class  in 
Agriculture  Is 
to  Be  Organized 

First  Meeting  Will  Be  Held  at 
High  School  Here  Mon¬ 
day  Night. 

The  first  project  in  Nodaway  county 
under  the  national  administration’s 
program  as  sponsored  by  tho  Civil 
Works  act  to  stimulate  education  has 
been  formulated  and  will  be  in  the 
Torm  of  an  agriculture  class  for  adults. 
The  class  will  be  organized  at  8  o'clock 
Monday  night  in  the  vocational  agri¬ 
culture  room  of  the  Maryville  high 
school.  The  class  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  John  Jahne  who  has  been 
superintendent  of  schools  at  Picker¬ 
ing  and  New  Point.  He  will  be  assist¬ 
ed  in  the  work  by  R.  A.  Kinnaird  in 
charge  of  the  agriculture  department 
of  the  Stato  Teachers  College  and  L. 
O.  Gutting,  vocational  agriculture 
Lcacher  of  the  Maryville  high  school. 
Meet  Three  Nights  a  Week 
At  the  organization  meeting  those 
enrolling  will  be  given  a  voice  in  the 
arrangements,  including  the  selection 
of  material  to  be  studied,  and  the  time 
and  place  for  holding  meetings.  Those 
unable  to  be  present  Monday,  should 
get  in  touch  with  Mr.  Jahne. 

NTr.  Jahne  said  today  that  .although 
the  government  does  not  specify  a  min¬ 
imum  number  for  tlie  class  work.  It  Is 
desirable  to  have  at  least  ten  or  twelve. 
Mi'.  Jahne  is  the  first  to  be  placed  un¬ 
der,  the  CWA  in  its  educational  pro¬ 
gram  for  this  county.  The  committee 
In  tills  county  in  charge  of  the  CWA 
educational  program  consists  of  W.  H. 
Burr,  Homer  Phillips,  J.  L.  Lawlng  and 
Mr.  Gutting. 

It  lias  been  proposed  that  classes  be 
held  three  nights  each  week.  Classes 
will  be  formed  in  the  rural  district 
where  there  is  sufficient  interest  in  the 
project.  i 

Intended  for  Adults 

The  courses  are  Intended  for  any 
adults  Interested  in  agriculture.  The 
problems  discussed  will  be  of  Interest 
to  those  enrolled.  If  the  membership 
of  a  class  is  from  the  city,  problems  re¬ 
lating  to  Its  needs  will  be  discussed, 
such  as  landscaping,  shrubs,  gardens, 
Lowers,  insects  and  bacterial  pests, 
spraying,  fertility,  etc.  If  it  is  a  rural 
class,  problems  of  interest  to  the  farm 
will  be  studied. 

Mr.  Jahne  has  had  fourteen  years 
leaching  /  experience  in  high  schools 
and  extension  work.  He  is  a  graduate 
of  the  Teachers  College  here  and  has 
taken  work  at  the  University  of  Mis¬ 
souri  on  his  Master’s  degree. 

Tlie  purpose  of  the  course  is  not  for 
high  school  or  college  credit;  but  rath¬ 
er  for  information.  Many  Important 
agricultural  discoveries  have  been  made 
In  recent  years,  which  college  gradu¬ 
ates  of  a  few  years  ago  are  hot  aware. 
The  course  should  be  of  vital  Interest 
to  residents  of  Nodaway  county  which 
is  one  of  the  best  agricultural  areas  of 
the  United  States.

The  Code  .For  Schools 

Boards  of  Edu  ation,  school  offic¬ 
ers,  and  teachers  -as  in  1018 — ' will  do 
more  than  any  r  Uicr  group  to  give 
strength  to  tho  r  esident's  arm.  Many 
places  held  NRA  parades  during  Am¬ 
erican  Education  Week,  in  which  tlic 
American  Legion,  tlic  PTA,  and  oth¬ 
er  agencies  participated. 

Altlio  tlic  l'ecoi  ory  administration, 
primarily  organized  for  industry,  could 
not  son  its  way  clear  legally  to  to  ac¬ 
cept  a  school  code,  many  schools  arc 
going  forward  with  plans  of  their 
own.  Schoolboart! ;  seem  as  eager,  as 
teachers  for  the  schools  to  do  their 
part.  Tlic  following  code  for  schools 
has  been  developed  ns  ail  expression 
of  flic  ideals  of  til  •  NRA  applied  to  the 
schools.  Some  boards  of  education  are 
formally  adopting  tills  code.  Others 
are  trying  to  carry  out  the  spirit  of  it. 
Let  each  system  <  f  schools  lend  sup¬ 
port  to  the  NRA  in  its  own  way. 

The  Code  For  Schools — Whereas 
publis  education,  ns  one  of  the  nat¬ 
ion’s  major  enter  prizes,  involving  ap¬ 
proximately  one  million  employees, 
serving  thirty  million  children,  youths, 
and  adults,  outranking  in  the  number 
of  its  employees  n'l  except  four  of  the 
major  industries  rf  tlic  country,  hav¬ 
ing  more  employees  than  the  auto¬ 
mobile.  electric,  raid  oil  industries 
combined,  cannot  be  ignored  .in  any 
program  of  economic  recovery; 

And,  Whereas  l  .ic  operation  of  the 
program  of  national  recovery,  involv¬ 
ing  as  it  does  the  abolition  or  exten¬ 
sive  reduction  of  child  labor,  will  place 
upon  tlic  public  schools  additional  re¬ 
sponsibilities; 

And,  Whereas  cooperation,  fair  deal¬ 
ing,  spread  or  employment  and  high¬ 
er  wages  to  keep  pace  with  higher 
prices  are  principles  of  recovery  which 
apply  to  the  policies  of  public  bodies 
just  as  well  as  to  private  industry 
and  business; 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  board  of  edu¬ 
cation  of  tlic  school  district  (or  state) 

of -  (or  by  the  board  of  control 

of  Lhc  university  of  - )  that 

this  board  volunlu  hy  accepts  tlic  pro¬ 
visions  of  tlic  President’s  Rccmplcy- 
metn  Agreement  issued  from  the 
White  House  on  July  27,  1933,  insofar 
as  these  provision::,  can  be  applied  to 
public  school  systems. 

Be  it  further  reiolved:  (1)  That  the 
purchasing  agents  oT  tlic  board  be 
directed  to  secure,  as  far  as  possible, 
all  supplies  and  equipment  from  mer¬ 
chants  and  manufacturers  enrolled  in 
the  National  Recovery  Administrat¬ 
ion. 

(2)  That  if  any  teacher  or  other 
employee  of  this  board  is  now  receiv¬ 
ing  a  wage  below  the  minimums  fixed 
by  the  President’s  Reemployment 
Agreement  such  wage  is  hereby  in¬ 
creased  to  meet  the  provisions  of  the 
Agreement. 

(3)  That  reductions  (if  any)  in 
salaries  as7-  ^  result  of  adverse  econom¬ 
ic  conditions  are  regarded  by  this 
board  as  temporary  expedients.  The 
salary  schedule  for  the  employees  of 
the  board  which  prevailed  before  re¬ 
ductions  were  made  is  hereby  restor¬ 
ed.  If  funds  are  not  now  available 
to  restore  this  schedule,  it  is  hereby 
reaffirmed  in  principle  and  the  re¬ 
sponsible  school  officer  is  requested  to 
submit  to  the ’board  plans  for  return¬ 
ing  to  tlic  earlier  salary  schedule  at 
the  first  practical  moment.  This  step 
is  taken  in  order  that  tlic  public  edu¬ 
cation  service  may  continue  to  secure 
a  satisfactory  type  of  employee.

1VJEW  YORK,  Oct.  10.— Gosh,  what 
a  thrill!  Here  aro  my  orders  to 
Join  tho  Second  Byrd  Antarctic  Ex¬ 
pedition.  The  youngest  member  of 
the  crew. 

I’m  going  to  the  South  Pole!  To 
Little  Amorica — If  Little  America 
is  still  there,  deep  under  the  snow 
where  it  was  left  by  the  Admiral 
and  his  men  In  January,  1931. 

Maybe  I’d*  better  tell  you  who  I 
am  and  what  this  Is  all  about.  I 
am  22  years  old.  Just  graduated 
from  Harvard  last  June.  My  father 
is  Captain  Arthur  Abele,  U.  S.  N., 
retired.  He  is  now  stationed  at  the 
Boston  Navy  Yard 
in  charge  of  the 
Massachu-’ 
setts  Nautical 
School  Ship,  tho 
U.  S.  S.  Nan¬ 
tucket.  One  of  my 
g  randfathers 
George  Sanford, 
has  been  In  the 
oil  business  for 
more  than  5  0 
years. 

It  would  seem, 
come  by  two  things  naturally — love 
of  sea^  adventure  and  my  Interest  in 
automotive  lubrication  problems.  I 
am  going  as  fuel  engineer  of  the  Ex¬ 
pedition  and.  believe  me.  It’s  going 
to  be  a  big  Job.  We  are  carrying 
every  typo  of  automotive  engine — 
in  monoplane,  biplane,  auto-gyro, 
snow-mobile,  tractor,  oil-driven 
steamship,  outboard  motor  boat, 
auxiliary  sailing  vessel  and  a  motor 
boat  cruiser.  There  are  engines  of 
every  type  on  this  amazing  Expedi¬ 
tion,  air-cooled,  water-cooled,  en¬ 
gines  for  self-contained  electrical 
generator  units,  even  a  Diesel  en¬ 
gine. 

Our  leader,  Rear-Admiral  Byrd, 
tells  me  we  shall  do  ten  times  as 
much  flying  as  any  polar  expedi¬ 
tion  ever  did  before.  And  he  prom¬ 
ises  to  make  me  an  Expert  aviator 
during  our  stay  at  the  bottdm  of 
the  world.  What  a  thrill!  1  have 
been  less  than  30  minutes  In  the 
air  and  now  I  am  going  up  against 
the  most  dangerous  and  most  diffi¬ 
cult  conditions  that  ever  confronted 
a  rookie  flyer.  For  tho  past  two 
""months  1  have  been  studying  the 
rudiments  of  fuel  nnd  oil  engineer¬ 
ing  nt  one  of  tho  big  oil  plants  in 
Bayonne,  N.  J. 

For  many  long  months,  once  wo 
leave  our  base  In  New  Zealand,  we 
shan’t  seo  a  tree,  a  blade  of  grass, 
jor  any  living  tiling  except  a  few 
penguins,  seals,  gulls,  killer  whales 
land  our  own  men  and  dogs,  not  for- 
[getting  Snow  Shoes,  our  six-toed 
kitten.  There  is  no  wild  life  at  the 


South  Pole  such  as  there  is  around 
tho  North  Pole  —  no  polar  bears, 
walrusos— practically  nothing. 

Rear  Admiral  Richard  E.  Byrd, 
our  famous  leader,  ha3  spent  the 
past  two  years  preparing  and  gath¬ 
ering  supplies  for  our  journey  — 
14,000  separate  items!  He  has  ap¬ 
plied  modern  efficiency  to  explora¬ 
tion  to  an  extent  that  permits  us 
now  to  say  that  no  other  Polar 
Expedition  ever  set  out  with  such 
an  array  of  equipment.  There  are 
85  of  us  besides  Admiral  Byrd. 

I  am  reporting  today  to  our  big 
10,000-ton  flagship,  the  Jacob  Rup- 
pert,  over  at  Tide  Water  Pier  No. 
3  In  Bayonne,  where  we  shall  take 
on  Immense  supplies  of  oil,  gaso¬ 
line  and  fuel  oil.  Then  off  for  Nor¬ 
folk  for  the  big  farewell  radio  party 
and  more  equipment. 

Admiral  Byrd  Is  taking  me  with 
him  for  a  very  Interesting  reason. 
Ho  is  one  of  the  greatest  aviation 
enthusiasts  In  the  world  and  he  be¬ 
lieves  that  the  rapid  development 
of  American  aviation  depends  large¬ 
ly  upon  the  youth  of  tho  country. 
Therefore  he  Is  taking  me  along 
a3  a  representative  of  the  millions 
of  young  people  of  the  United 
States.  In  order  to  deal  more  di¬ 
rectly  with  the  young  aviators  of 
tho  future,  he  has  asked  me  to  help 
organize  the  "Little  America  Avia¬ 
tion  and  Exploration  Club.”  This 
wo  are  now  doing  and  I  Invito 
everybody  In  the  country  who  Is 
of  high  school  age  or  over,  and  who 
Is  interested  In  aviation,  explora¬ 
tion  or  adventure,  to  Join  It.  There 
are  no  dues,  no  membership  fee3, 
no  obligations  whatever. 

Admiral  Byrd  and  I  held  an  elec¬ 
tion  and  1  was  elected  president  of 
the  Club.  We  shall  establish  execu¬ 
tive  headquarters -for  tho  club  at 
Little  America  In  the  bleak  and  Icy 
Antarctic.  For  the  duration  or  the 
Expedition,  however,  we  shall  have 
headquarters  In  the  United  States, 
where  I  invito  you  to  write  me  im¬ 
mediately. 

To  everyone  who  Bends  me  a 
stamped,  self-addressed  envelope, 
nt  the  Llttlo  America  Aviation  nnd 
Exploration  Club,  at  the  Hotel  Lex¬ 
ington.  4Sth  Street  and  Lexington 
Avenue,  New  York  City,  our  Ameri¬ 
can  Headquarters,  1  will  send  a 
membership  card  In  tho  club.  Later 
1  will  send  to  each  member  a  prac¬ 
tical  working  map  of  the  Polar  re¬ 
gions  wo  expect  to  visit  so  that  you 
will  be  able  to  trace  every  st op  of 
our  adventures  by  following  Hipsp 
weekly  letters  1  shall  be  addressing 
to  the  club.
